With reference to the notice on p. 400 of the ‘“ Board of Trade 
p Journal” respecting Panama Canal supplies, a 
anama Canal bad “dg cual ak a 
Supplies. communication as been received af the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade from H.M. Consul at Panama (Mr. C. Mallet), reporting 
that recently a number of water-closets were needed for some new 
buildings under construction in the Canal Zone. An importer of 
British hardware established in Panama, who submitted five 
different systems of water-closets, was informed that they could 
not be accepted as they did not conform to American plumbing 
arrangements. 





BRAZIL. 


In a recent report by the Austrian Consul-General at Rio de 
Janeiro, he remarks that in consequence of the 
enlargement and improvement of the harbour 
of Rio de Janeiro, the works of demolition 
connected therewith and the reconstruction of a number of streets, 
there is a large demand for iron and steel girders, cement, and 
other materials used in building. The construction of the new 
docks necessitates the erection of a large number of extensive 
warehouses, and, moreover, hundreds of modern houses will be 
built in place of the old buildings. These works will soon be 
commenced, and although iron and steel girders have not hitherto 
been made use of, yet it is probable that in the new buildings 
these will supersede the old-fashioned wooden materials. 

The Consul-General adds that harbour works and various im- 
provements are projected in other towns in Brazil, some quarters 
of which are about to be entirely modernised. 


CHINA. 


The “ North China Herald” states that a large body of influential 
gentry and wealthy merchants of the province

the Shangpu (Ministry of Commerce) asking 

permission to form a provincial syndicate for the construction of a 
railway between Nanch’ang, the capital, and Kiukiang, the treaty

port, of Kiangsi. The funds for the construction works are to be 
provided from the reserve and emergency funds of each district 
and sub-prefecture of the province, and money subscribed at will 
by wealthy landowners and merchants of Kiangsi. 

In the same journal it is stated that, in response to a circular 
dispatch of Viceroy Tsén to the Waiwupu and the Shangpu asking 
for money to construct a railway which shall join the two provincial 
capitals (Canton and Kueilin) of Kuangtung and Kuangsi, the 
above-named two Boards have sent a reply empowering Viceroy 
Tsén to raise funds locally, as the Central Government has no 
available funds for the proposed undertaking. In consequence of 
this, Viceroy Tsén has ordered that all civil and military officials 
holding office in the two Kuang provinces, are to subscribe a 
certain percentage of their salaries at once towards the scheme, 
while on the other hand the wealthy gentry and merchants of the 
two provinces are to be appealed to to purchase shares in the new 
railway.

CURRENCY IN GERMAN COLONIES. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Ambassador at Berlin (Sir F. Lascelles, G.C.B., G.C.M.G.), trans- 
mitting copy and translation of a Decree issued by the Imperial 
Chancellor on the 1st February, regulating the mode of application 
of the German Imperial currency in the German Colonies, with the 
exception of East Africa* and Kiaochou. 

According to this Decree, the German mark will be the unit of 
currency in the Colonies as in the Empire, but with the important 
modification that not only thalers (as in Germany) but all other 
silver coins (5, 2, and 1 mark pieces) are to be legal tender to an 
unlimited amount. 

In Germany these silver coins are merely a divisional currency, 
and are not legal tender beyond 20 marks, the amount of silver 
they contain ong sensidenahiy less than half their nominal value. 
The German nickel and copper coins are in the Colonies to be 
legal tender up to 5 marks, instead of up to 1 mark as in 
Germany. 

In these circumstances, says H.M. Ambassador, it is obvious 
that the value of German marks in the Colonies will be very 
different from their value in Europe.

Mr. Jamieson remarks that, as experience has demonstrated that 
in the majority of cases cotton mills in China have, from a 
financial point of view, far from fulfilled expectations, there is 
small likelihood of additional capital being embarked therein until 


some means of making them pay shall have been discovered.

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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


The Board of Trade have been informed, through the Foreign 
Sugar Office, that the declaration: in Forms G and 
Certificates H* prescribed by the Indian regulations of 
15th August, 1994, for the identification of 
sugar imported into India, may be made, either by the exporter or 
by the shipper, in each of the two cases, instead of the exporter in 
the case of Form G, and the shipper only in the case of Form H 
as at present. 


* Form G is a declaration by the caporter at a foreign port as to the origin of 
sugar produced in the country from which it was exported either to the United 
Kingdom or direct to India. 

Form H is a declaration by the shipper at a foreign port as to the origin of 
sugar produced elsewhere than in the country of export. 


CEYLON. 


A copy of the “Ceylon Government Gazette” for 10th February 
New Port of  12%¢ has been received, containing a Proclama- 
Entry tion, issued by the Governor in accordance with 
the provisions of Ordinance 17 of 1869, 
appointing the roadstead and town of Pukulam a Port for the 
loading and unloading of goods, from 11th February, 1905. The 
Proclamation also provides that ships and boats under 15 tons 
burthen may import or export any goods from or to parts beyond 
the seas at the said port, subject to the laws and regulations regard- 
ing the importation and exportation of goods at other ports in the 
Colony, and during the continuance of the approaching pear! fishery 
season. 








GAMBIA. 


A copy’ of an Ordinance (No. 1 of 1905), dated 14th January, 
1905, has been received, which consolidates and 

Revised Tariff. amends the laws relating to the Customs Tariff 

of Gambia. 

The present Ordinance repeals the previous Customs Tariff 
Ordinances, Nos. 4 of 1899, and 16 of 1903, and it at the same time 
provides for the imposition of a new tariff which only slightly 
differs from that previously in force. 

The principal alterations affect ‘“‘ drawbacks,” and provides that 
instead of the full duty paid being allowed on certain articles (e.g., 
wines, spirits, tobacco, guns, and gunpowder) exported from the 
Colony, a drawback of 95 per cent. shall now be allowed, under 
certain specified conditions, in respect of all goods entered for 
home consumption, and which shall not: be sold within the limits 
of the Colony or Protectorate of Gambia, but exported to places 
beyond those limits.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


A recent Circular of the United States Treasury Department 
announces that home manufacturers of flour 





from imported wheat mixed with domestic 
wheat are entitled to drawback on the exporta- 
tion of such flour in respect of the duty paid on 
the imported wheat used. 
such flour for export are required to keep a 
detailed record of the quantity and value of domestic and imported 
wheat used, and of the flour and by-products produced therefrom. 

The duty paid on the imported wheat used in the manufacture 
of the flour is to be divided between the several grades or brand: 
of flour and the several by-products in proportion to their value at 
the time and place of manufacture, and drawback of the duty paid, 
less the legal retention of 1 per cent., is to be allowed accordingly 
on the exportation of the flour.

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AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH-—-NEW SOUTH 
WALES. 


The report of the New South Wales Railway Commissioners for 
Reibwey the quarter ended 31st December, 1904, shows 
Statistics that the number of miles open for traffic was 
3,280, and the revenue for the quarter 
1,021,0391., as compared with 950,249/. for the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Expenditure shows a decrease of 
14,502/., the net result being an improvement to the extent of 
85,2921., an evidence of the improved condition of the country, 
and the care exercised in the management of the lines. The 
increase was largely due to the carriage of agricultural produce, 
which yielded 25,364/., while the direct pastoral traffic, wool and 
live stock, contributed 26,0691. 

The agricultural industry is making great strides in New South 
Wales, and the present proposals of the Government to throw open 
additional areas for closer settlement will be the means of largely 
increasing the output in the near future. The area under crop 
for wheat alone is estimated at 1,584,975 acres, and is nearly all 
within convenient distance of a railway. 

The wool traffic shows an increase of 14,650/., the number of 
bales carried, compared with the previous season, being an excess 
of 123,247 bales. Pastoralists are endeavouring to improve the 
quality and quantity of each fleece, and during the last ten years 
the average weight of the fleeces has shown an appreciable increase.

4,715 versts of Crown lines are under construction, including 
the Orenburg-Tashkent line, which was to commence temporary 
traffic on Ist January. The Circum-Baikal (Baikal to Tankhoi 
190 versts) line, lately opened for traffic, and now at the 
disposition of the military authorities, belongs to the same category. 
The following are under construction, and may possibly . be 
opened for temporary traffic during 1905:—The Northern Railway 
(Viatka-Vologda—St. Petersburg, 1,067 versts), the Bologoe- 
Siedlets line (1,083 versts), the Moscow circle line (51 versts), and 
various small lines under construction by private enterprise 
(1,138 versts), mostly in the nature of branches or off-shoots.

Production of Association states that the Association has 
Pic-iron in 1904 received direct from the manufacturers the 
5- "statistics of the production of all kinds of pig- 
iron in Canada in the calendar year 1904. They show an increase 
of 5,524 tons, or a little over 2 per cent., as compared with 1903, 
but a decrease of 48,615 tons as compared with 1902. 

The total production in 1904 amounted to 270,942 tons, as 
compared with 265,418 tons in 1903, and 319,557 tons in 1902. 
In the first half of 1904 the production was 120,643 tons, and in 
the second half it was 150,299 tons, an increase of 29,656 tons. 
Of the total production in 1904, 251,671 tons were made with 
coke and 19,271 tons with charcoal. About one-fourth of the 
total production was basic pig-iron, namely, 70,133 tons. The 
production of Bessemer pig-iron, all made in the last half of 
the year, was 26,016 tons. Spiegeleisen and ferro-manganese 
have not been made since 1899.

native crops of the East Africa Protectorate :— 

‘‘ Literature on East African agriculture scarcely exists, and it is 
now proposed to issue occasional leaflets dealing exclusively with 
facts interesting to the agricultural and general community of 
this country. It is particularly desirable that the native crops of 
the country should receive their full share of attention, and towards 
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Agriculture. 





this end the present leaflet gives a list* of some of the native names 
of the generally-cultivated crops. The list cannot be regarded as 
final, as it only records the crops observed. The native names are 
probably at times irregularly spelt, but this can be corrected only 
by Europeans intimately conversant with the various languages. 
Another difficulty has been in the confusion of different names sub- 
mitted by different natives; these are probable local variations. The 
main object, however, is little affected by these probable errors, the 
central idea being to connect the native crops with an unchange- 
able botanical label. Even the English names of many of the 
crops are useless as a means of identification. 

“Where a crop does not exist in certain localities there is, 
naturally, no native name, and this accounts for many of the blanks 
in the accompanying list. Where material botanical indication 
could not be found the crop has been omitted. Hence this list 
will doubtless need revision, and it is hoped that linguistic 
authorities will help to correct and add to its usefulness.”

RUSSIA.

cannot be stated, as particulars on this point are not required by law to be furnished. At some ports, however, it is the 
usual practice to state on the Alien Lists the number of Aliens known to be “‘ en route to other countries.”” The total 
number so described in February, 1905, was 9,133, compared with 5,135 in February, 1904. In the two months ending 
February, 1905, the number was 14,605, compared with 7,675 in the two months ending ‘February, 1904. These figures, 
however, are incomplete for the reasons stated, and many Aliens not described-in the Aliens Lists as ‘‘ en route to 
other countries,’’ are in fact, known by special inquiry, to have been also in transit. 

(ii.) SATLORS.—The number of sailors included with the Aliens not described in. the Alien Lists as en route to 
places out of the United Kingdom in the month of February, 1905, was 1,004, and 924 in the same month of 1904; in the 
two months ending February, 1905, the number was 1,997, and in the same months of 1904 the number was 1,949. 


(iii.) SCOPE OF THE RETURNS.—The ports from which Alien Lists are received are Aberdeen, Belfast, Blyth, 
Bristol, Cardiff, Dover, Dublin, Folkestone, Glasgow, Goole, Grangemouth, Granton, Greenock, Grimsby, Harwich, 
Hull, Kirkcaldy, Leith, Liverpool, London, Middlesbrough, Newcastle, Newhaven, Newport, North Shields, South 
Shields, Southampton, Sunderland, and West Hartlepool. The lists received from Dover, Folkestone, Harwich, 
Newhaven, and Southampton show only deck passengers, arid persons who, after landing, proceed by train as third-class 


passengers. .

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters in the 
interests of British trade, so far as it can be met by Government action, 
It is intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
vommercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form convenient 
for reference. In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin; 
Regulations coucerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of 19035, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 1s now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collection of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute.” From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,’ containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Kensington.
